THE HOUSE OF THE PEOPLE (EXTENSION OF DURATION) 

AMENDMENT ACT, 1976 

No. 109 of 1976 


[24th November, 1976] 

An Act to provide for the further extension of the duration of the 
present House of the People. 

Be it enacted by Parliament in the Twenty-seventh Year of the 
Republic of India as follows: — 

1. This Act may be called the House of the People (Extension of short 
Duration) Amendment Act, 1976. title.

operation of the said Proclamations or Proclamation but not 
beyond the said period of two years.”.
